Perhaps you labor under the delu­ 
sion that the principal vocation in 
life of a handkerchief is to attend 
at discreet intervals, the nose when 
that necessary feature indulges in a 
little Marathon. 
Not so 
in 
Vigo, 
indeed on the face of things I have 
reason to doubt 
whether handker­ 
chiefs and noses h a v e ever effected a

this quaint Spanish seaport than in 
our nasal Yankee midst.

COAL C O M P A N IE S SUE ROADS 


A sk That C arriers Be Compelled to 
Furnish 
Cars. 


Chicago, Nov. 3. 
Suit bus been filed 
in federal court in which th* S anta Fe 
and fourteen o th er railways ar** c h arg­ 
ed by tw enty-eight coal com panies w ith 
diverting 
and 
misusing 
coal 
cars, 
thereby preventing the rapid shipm ent 
of coal from the mines. 
An injunction 
is asked. 
T he 
plaintiffs operate 
twenty-four 
mines in Indiana, with an aggregate 
daily 
productive 
capacity 
of 27,000 
tons, and require 1.500 cars daily, they 
state. 
But because of lack of ca rs mines 
are kept idle and in the last month 
loading has not averaged 15.000 tons 
daily, they state.
